Relatives Watch Work, 

Excitement wag intense at he 
mine mouth as the Bodfes 6f the 
dead were taken out, with hun- 


dreds of griefstricken relatives at- 
tempting to identify the charred 
corpses. Identification proceeded 
slowly because of the condition of 
the bodies. 

Among *he 12 entombed miners 
who reachei the mouth of the 
workings wnharmed were chree 
brothers, Spencer, Jake and Den- 
ver Hyfell. 

Three of, the bodies recovered 
were those of William Hood, Harr’ 
Bennett and Paul Bahem. All 
three are survived by widows and 
the two latter by several children 
each. 

. Reports by rescue workers indi- 
cate that it may be weeks before a 
complete check up can be obtained 
and all bodies removed, because of 
the devastated condition of the 
workings. Tram car rails were 
twisted like hairpins and brace 
timbers blown to bits by the ter- 
rific explosion, rescue workers re- 
port. 

The violence of the explosion is 
indicated by stories told by surface 
workers, who were near the mouth 
of the mine at the time of the ex- 
plosion. The shed covering the 
mouth of the workings, more than 
200 feet long, was completely 
wrecked, according to eyewitnesses, 
and blasts of gas and smoke blown 
from the mine mouth nearly 
wrecked the engine house, several 
‘hundred yards distant. 

Rain Hinders Rescuers. 

Rescue work was hampered by 
the almost impassable condition of 
the roads leading to the little min- 
ing settlement because of rain. 

The roar of the explosion was 
heard to the accompaniment >of 
crashing thunder, while the rain 
was falling in a virtual torrent. 

One group of 12 miners, probably 
instantly killed, were on the trip, 
coming to the surface for the noon 
hour when the blast wrecked the 
mine. 

Practically all of the men  en- 
tombed within the mine believed 
by company officlals to be dead 
have been résideéents of the mining 
community of Sublet for fears.

PAROLED YOUTH

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How the new United States 
Board of Tax appeals tunctions to 
give Federal taxpayérs an .imper- 
tial tribunal of appeal Was ex- 
plained by its chairman, C, D. Ha- 
mel of Washington, D..€., before 
the American Institute of Account- 
ants, at Hote) Chase, today. Hamel 
has been head of the board since 
it was organized two months ago 
under the revenue act of 1924. 

Members of the  board—there 
are 12 now, but this number may 
be increased to 28—aré appointed 
by the President. The board hears 
appeals from rulings of the Inter- 
pal Revenue Bureau on income, 
excess profits and gift taxes. For- 
merly, appeals from _ rulings of 
Revenue Bureau. officials had to 
be made to the commissioner at 
the head of the bureau, or his 
subordinates. Then the Judge of 
the appeal was also advocate for 
the Government. 

Formerly, the taxpayer could 
not take his case to court until 
after he had paid the protested 
tax, if the appeal to the bureau 
went against him.

WHEELER’S FALSE SLOGAN.

The business of correcting a vchoolmaster in the 
presence of his pupils is always painful. But in lectur- 
ing to his class of Republican campaign orators who 
are in training at the “political Plattsburg” in a local 
hotel Prof. Arthur M. Hyde made some statements 
which have circulated far from the confines of the

Prof. Hyde takes a wallop at the La Follette move 
ment by declaring: “It is doubtful if America could 
have attained her present stature without the two 
party system, or through the medium of a multiplicity 
of parties.” But La Follette is doing even less in 
the direction of establishing a third party than did 
fincoln or Roosevelt. Is it Prof. Hyde's idea that 
these Republicans reduced the American “stature” 
or raised it? 

True to the form of the reactionary school, Prof. 
Hyde undertook to extinguish the La Follette move- 
ment with the precious old epithet, “un-American,” 
because, he charged, it is “class action.” As Ramsay 
MacDonald has said: “It is not we who have made 


for a second term, and that put Wilson into the White 
House as the champion of the “New Freedom.” 

Just as Mr. Roosevelt led a revolt of Republican | 
progressives against the mess of privileged plunder | 
under Mr. Taft, so Mr. La Follette is leading a Repub-| 
lican revoit against a similar condition. But Mr. La 
Follette has gone beyond the foundations of sound 
reform and real progress. With his solid issues 
against the administration he is blending Socialistic 
and destructive policies. 

Mr. Davis is the real champion of American prog- 
ress.

ident Coolidge started work today 
on the first of three speeches he 
will deliver in the next 10 days.

wax and polishing. Where only 
moderate use occurs rewaxing two 
or three times a year should be 
sufficient. 

In waxing floors the most com- 
mon error is to apply too much 
wax. The surplus wax remains on 
the surface in a soft coat and col- 
lects dirt. Weighted brushes are 
mecessary to give a waxed floor 
a high, brilliant and hard finish. A 
new electrical device has recently 
been placed on the market which 
relieves much of labor of polishing 
floors. 

White spots on floors caused by 


water may be made to disappear | 
the weighted | 


by rubbing with 
brush; if obstinate, a little wax may 
be applied. Ink spots on hard- 
wood floors may be removed with 
an oxalic acig solution used for 
laundry purposes. 

Floors finished by oiling should 
be swept with a soft brush and 
given a final dusting with an oiled 
cloth or mop. At long intervals 
they will need to be wiped with a 
cloth wrung out of warm, mildly 
soapy water and then polished with 
a cloth moistened with kerosene or 
floor oiL
